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Didsbury and Carstairs pharmacy cus¬ 
tomers may get a surprise this week, 
as Pharmasave owner Jody Keller and 
Value Drug Mart owner Brad Blatz have 
decided to close the doors and partici¬ 
pate in a provincewide pharmacist rally 
from 11 am. to 1 p.m. on Thursday. 

The rally is in opposition to the pro¬ 
vincial budget cuts to front-line health¬ 
care workers, which they say will neg¬ 
atively affect both pharmacies and the 
services they offer to Albertans. 

“It Ls disappointing the government 
spent $400,000 on an ad campaign stat¬ 
ing Alberta will have the lowest gener¬ 
ic pr" js in Canada when that only tells 
half of the story',” Keller noted. 

These cuts ntay mean minimal one- 
on-one time with pharmacists, drug 
shortages and longer wait times, said 
Keller. 

Pharmacies across Alberta support 
lower prices for all Albertans, he said. 

However, in order to ensure the sus¬ 
tainability of patient care by pharma¬ 
cists, savings through generic price 
changes must lie reinvested in pharma¬ 
cies, he noted. 

“What it means to us is that services 
that were provided basically for free 
(in the past), we have to start looking 
at being sustainable, and we may have 
to look at charging for,” said Keller. 

The key message, he said, is that they 
are very concerned about being able 
to maintain the services they currently 
provide to their clients. 

“Pharmacists are highly trained pro¬ 
fessionals, and of important note, tire 
highly-accessible health profession¬ 
als,” he said. 

The announcement of cuts from the 
government was made without con¬ 
sultation with the RxA, (the Alberta 
Pharmacists’ Association) and was a 
complete surprise to pharmacy own¬ 
ers and staff across the province, he 
added. 

Keller supports pharmacists provid¬ 
ing more services, such as medica¬ 
tion reviews, providing injections and 
additional prescribing by pharmacists 
to ease the pressure on the health-r are 
system. 

However, the government would 
have the public believe this can all be 
achieved immediately and without a 
reasonable transition time, he said. 

“This change, coupled with an 
underfunded model, means phar¬ 
macists will not be able to provide 
the level of care that Albertans have 
become accustomed to. The health 
system will suffer as patient needs are 
off-loaded, and their needs may go 
unmet," he noted. 

The average cost to fill a prescription

has been shown in many studies to Ik* 
$14 to $15, whereas the Didsbury and 
Carstairs Pharmasaves only make an 
average of $10.22, he said. 

The loss on filling a prescription, 
coupled with the dramatic reduction 
in indirect funding - also known as 
generic rebates - will affect pharmacies 
across the province, he said.

“You do the math...It’s a hard enough 
time in small towns with the larger 
box stores 10 minutes away, when 
they promise lower pricing and they 
can encompass that in a grocery envi¬ 
ronment...and they can make up the 
margin on that. 

“We provide personalized, high-qual¬ 


ity, highly-accessible service in our 
local communities, and we’re going to 
struggle to provide the same level of 
service because something will have 
to give. That’s essentially what we’re 
looking at,” he added. 

While the pharmacy employees and 
owners are rallying on Thursday, he 
noted that they will be engaging cus¬ 
tomers and passersby, informing them 
as to what is going on and why they 
are rallying. 

They will also have petitions and 
letter templates asking the provincial 
government to consult with pharma¬ 
cists and come up with a mutually 
beneficial funding model. 

He wanted to clarify that the rallies 
are not about lashing out at the gov¬ 
ernment. 

“This is about our genuine concern 
for looking after the residents of our 
communities and all the services that 
we provide and to be compensated 
fairly.” 

The provincial government 
announced changes nine months ago, 
he added, noting that the business 
model of Alberta’s pharmacies has 
been developed over the last 22 to 24 
years. 

“Over this time frame, pharmacies 
have seen one increase in dispensing 
fees - totalling 52 cents," he said. 

Staffing, training, computer technol¬ 


ogy and the amount of documentation 
required are tremendous barriers to 
pharmacies, especially when the time 
being allowed for them to transition 
to the new services model Ls only nine 
months, he added. 

He said the provincial government 
will argue that it is reinvesting in phar¬ 
macies, but he has documented what 
they will actually save, what they claim 
to be saving, and what the costs will be 
to employees, owners and ultimately, 
services to Albertans. 

“So we’re given a mountain of 
things that we need to be able to 
accomplish to help stabilize the 
transition, and more than anything, 
we want the government to work 
with our pharmacists’ association to 
come up with a reasonable transi¬ 
tion funding model and stabilization 
for Albertans. That’s essentially the 
message," he added. 

“We’re going to fight to stay in busi¬ 
ness, there’s no douht about that... 
of course we’re going to ensure we 
provide these services, but the funding 
Ls going to have to come from some¬ 
where." 

Keller and Blatz invite anyone con¬ 
cerned to speak to their MLA and 
come down to the rally being held 
at their stores to leant more about 
how these funding changes will affect 
them.

Smoking police 
have big job ahead

The Harper government has announced 
the creation of a new anti-tobacco task force 
charged with stopping organized crime from 
targeting tobacco products at Canadian young 
people. 

The 50-officer RCMP Anti-Contraband 
Tobacco Force will specifically target criminals 
who sell and distribute contraband tobacco 
products anywhere in Canada, including in rural 
Alberta. 

Efforts to reduce youth 
tobacco use have, of 
course, been ongoing 
for years, with schools, 
health-care workers, poli¬ 
ticians, and many other 
stakeholders spending 
countless hours and effort 
in the fight. 

This taskforce initiative 
is yet another worthwhile 
attempt to keep vulnerable 
young people from taking 
up a habit that can lead to 
no end of health problems 
and years of heavy finan¬ 
cial burdens. 

“These initiatives will see our government pro¬ 
tect our children by taking the fight to organized 
crime,” said Wildrose MP Blake Richards. “We 
have worked hard, over decades, through edu¬ 
cation and health initiatives to cut the smoking 
rate among Canadians. We must not allow orga¬ 
nized crime to undercut this progress. 

“Organized crime syndicates are working to 
undermine our efforts by smuggling contraband 
tobacco products into Canada and illegally sell¬ 
ing them to children.” 

In conjunction with the formation of the new 
task force, the government has also created a 
new Criminal Code offence with mandatory jail 
sentences for repeat offenders. 

“Mandatory minimum penalties for repeat 
offenders will include at least 90 days in jail on 
a second conviction, 180 days in jail for a third 
conviction and two years on subsequent convic¬ 
tions,” he said. 

In 2011, the RCMP seized about 600,000 car¬ 
tons and unmarked bags of cigarettes, 2,200 
kilograms of raw leaf tobacco and 38,000 kilo¬ 
grams of fine cut tobacco. With the new task- 
force now on the job, even larger seizures can 
probably be expected in 2013. 

With literally tonnes of illegal tobacco being 
targeted at young people, the government 
should be applauded for these efforts to keep 
that same tobacco out of the hands of children 
and teens. 

Overall youth tobacco use in Canada has been 
on the decline in recent years, dropping from 25 
per cent in 1999 to 17 per cent in 2011, accord¬ 
ing to Health Canada. 

Whether this new task force will help reduce 
those numbers even further remains to be seen. 
There are many, many stakeholders who are 
sure hoping so. 

In the end it’s up to individuals, including 
young people, to make their own choices about 
tobacco use. 

At the same time, increasing enforcement 
and strengthening anti-tobacco laws are good 
moves in the ongoing effort to keep tobacco out 
of the hands of Canadian children.

New water utility 
rates set

Town council approved the new water utility rates at 
a special town council meeting last month. 

The new rates, according to officials, will lx* $11 per 
month in service let's, with a separate fee applying to 
both water and wastewater - plus $2 i>er cu. m con¬ 
sumed for water, and $1.02 per cu. m consumed for 


wastewater. 

The water and wastewater utility rate structures art* 
going to change effective May 1 this year, according to 
the resolution. 

It is difficult to determine whether bills will go up or 
down, because the rate structure itself has l>een com¬ 
pletely changed, though CFO Nita Bartholow noted the 
Mountain View Regional Water Services Commission 
will increase what it charges the town from $1.25 per 
cu. m to $1.30 per cu. m, as of April 1. 

“The previous rat's were calculated by comparing 
the amount of water used to the average amount of 
water being used during the month,” she said, whereas 


the new rates are based on usage plus distribution fees. 

She said the variable fees and fluctuation in con¬ 
sumption nuule the previous rate structure compli¬ 
cated, which is one reason for the change. 

According to the Rates and Fees Bylaw, the previous 
rate structure for wastewater was a base rate of $12.50 
per month, multiplit'd by 48.6 [>er cent from December 
to May, and 41.4 |x*r cent from .June to November. 

The previous rate structure for water was a flat rale 
of $3.42 per month, plus $2.31 per cu. m for the first 
12.24 cu. m, and $2.68 per cu. m over 12.24 cu. m.

Municipal Area Partnership reformation talks

The Municipal Area Partnership (MAP) has been 
undergoing recent debates as to what its purpose 
should l>e moving into the future, according to 
officials. 

“We’re at the point now where different members 
have different ideas of what MAP is or isn’t,” said 
Mayor Brian Wittal. 

"So we’ve been trying to look at how we can make 
it something that is more functional, more benefi¬ 
cial and more useful at the regional level for other 
municipalities.” 

He noted that Carstairs’ council recently came 
forward with a proposal as to what they think 
MAI* should be used for namely as a governance 
body for both the Mountain View Regional Waste 
Commission and seniors’ housing. 

“Because those are some very big commissions 
as far as budget goes and services in the region. If 
we go that direction, maybe we can l>e able to make 
sure that those are operating properly and appropri¬ 
ately for the future," he said. 

Town council passed a motion last Tuesday 
resolving that councillors attend the next monthly 
meeting later this month and initiate discussions 
on what they think of Carstairs’ resolution, using 


that as a starting point to exchange thoughts and 
ideas with other municipalities in the group, he 
noted. 

“Then I think what we need to do is encourage as 
many of our council members as possible to hear 
it first-hand, be part of that discussion, and then 
bring that information back so that council here in 
Didsbury can try to formulate Didsbury’s version of 
what we believe MAP should be for the future, and 
then take that back for discussion in May.” 

Some of the issues in the past have been that 
members thought the MAP meetings were more for 
the purpose of having meetings, he said, but that 
members have also been trying to figure out what 
MAP would be best suited for. 

“I’ve always felt that MAP was started to address 
things like our inter-municipal agreements on fund¬ 
ing for libraries and recreation facilities and these 
kinds of things within our communities. 

“These agreements - our memorandum of under¬ 
standing and our municipal agreements - were 
drafted over four years ago now, and back then the 
intent was to review them every three years to see 
of there’s any changes and updates that needed to 
be made to them." 

Wittal believes that MAP’s focus for the moment 
should remain on trying to move forward on getting 
new draft agreements in place, because things have 


changed since the original agreements. 

For example he mentioned the funding model 
used for recreation facilities in the region, and 
whether they need to be adjusted. 

“And I think that’s where we need to do it on a 
regional |>erspeetivo so that it’s consistent between 
the municipalities. 

“There’s some that think it should be done on an 
individual basis lretween the county and municipali¬ 
ties because there’s differences - which there are 
- and I can appreciate that and those can be done 
separately." 

However, there are many similar facilities that 
can be handled by MAP as a whole, such as curling 
rinks, hockey rinks, and libraries, he said. 

“There’s some fundamental differences there as 
to how (MAP members) want to move forward on 
reviewing our memorandum of agreements and our 
inter-municipal development agreements." 

It’s just a matter of sitting down as a group and 
putting together some basic fundamentals that all 
member groups can agree with, and building it up 
from there, he added. 

“We didn’t get the Premier’s Award (of Excellence 
for Collaboration) just because, you know. There 
was a lot of work done to do that.. .but we showed 
that rural and urban can work together to resolve 
these kinds of issues."
